Confequences whieh it had like to have been attend- 
ed with; By which it will appear in the firft Place, 
how datigerous it is for the Parliament, under any 
Pretence, (how fpecious foever) to make the leaft 
Breach in the Publick Faith ; and in the next, that 
nothing but the great Prudence, Integrity, and Abi- 
lities of the Minifters, could correct the Blunders, 
and obviate the Treachery, of the Patriots and To- 
ries of thofe Days 

Tuat this Project of a Land-Bank was a mant- 
fet Breach of the Publick Faith, has never been de- 
ny’d ; becaufe the Parliament having Incorporated a 
Society of Men, by the Name of, Zhe Governor and 
Company of the Bank of England, on their advancing 
the Sum of 1,200,000 I. for the Service of the Pub- 
lick, it was underftood to be Part of the Agreement, 
that no other Bank fhould be fetup : And it was up- 
on that Suppofition that fo large a Sum was io foon 
{ub{cribed into that Company. 

Tue Land-Bank undertook to raife no lefs a Sum 
than 2,564,000 |. for the Ufe of the Publick; which 
prevented any other Propofal being offer’d, for fup- 
plying the Exigencies of the Government: Tho at the 
fame Time that they gave fuch large Affurances, they 
had not made the leaft Provifion for raifing any Part 
of that Money, nor were they ever able to procure 
One Shilling of all that vaft Sum which they had en- 
ged for: By which Means there was a Boa 
of Parliamentary Funds in that Year, 5,160,400 |. 
which had very near ended in the Ruin of the Na- 
tion, and the undoing every Thing which had been 
fo lately brought about for us by the Revolution. 

Bur notwithftanding the Projectors of the Land- 
Bank were fo utterly incapable of performing their 
Engagements to the bublick, as afterwards evidently 
appeared, yet contrary to their firft Propofals, they 
were fo unreafonable as to infift upon an extravagant 
Premium of 300,000 1. And even then they were 
fo little able to raife the Money they had engaged to 
advance, that when the Commiflioners of the Land- 
Bank were fent for, to attend the Lords Juftices, and 

were asked, What Security they could give that the Sum 
they bad undertaken for fbould be raifed ? They an- 
{wered, That they computed the Commiffioners themfelves, 
and the Members of Exeter-Exchange, would fub/cribe 
500,000 |. that they believed they fhould be able to bring 
in as much more by their Intereft and Acquaintance ; 
and they thought it reafonable to_fuppofe the whole Kiag- 
dom would fubfevibe the ref: But they could give no 
Account what Reafon they had to believe fo. 

Tue Nation having been reduced to the prere 
Diftrefs, by the ill SuccefS of this Project, the Par- 
liament was obliged the next Year to call’ ao the 
Bank of England, for their Affiftance againft the fatal 
Effeéts of a Scheme, which was chiefly calculated to 
ruin that very Company whofe Aid and Support was 
the only Refource left ro fave the Nation in this cri- 
cal and dangerous Conjunéture. As there is a very 
full and particular Account of this Matter, tn the 
Life of King William Ill. writ by Bifhop Kennet, I 
fhall give it the Reader in that Hiftorian’s own 
Words. 

Speakine ofthe Lofs the Publick Credit fuf- 
tained by the Land-Bank, * All Men (fays he) were 
* confounded and amazed, at the Obftruction to 
* Trade and Credit which this occafioned, and hard- 
‘ ly believed that the Wit of Man was able to find 
* out any Expedient, that could be effectual to re- 
* trieve fo great a Mifchief; bur the baba was 
‘ happily effeéted by Mr. Mountague, Chancellor of 
* the Exchequer. On November 25, 1696. the Com- 
‘ mons refolved, That a Supply be granted te His Ma- 
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* jefty, to. make good the Deficiencies of Parliamentary 
‘ Funds ; and afterwards ordered an Eftimate to be 
* Jaid before them, of what Sums were or would be 
* wanting to fatisfy and difcharge all Principal and 
* Intereft due, or to become due, on the “feveral 
* Aids, Duties or Funds, over and above all Arrears 
; a out upon them which were determined ; 
* and befides all Monies to be raifed by fuch as were 
* then unexpired: And the Computarion of all rhe 
particular Sums that:were wanting to make good all 
the deficient Funds being made, the whole amount- 
ed to 5,160,400 I. 

* As all the Branches of Publick Credit did plain- 
‘ ly depend on, and mutually fopport one another, 
* the Parliament took into Confideration, by what 
* Means they might buoy up the Credit of the Bank 
* of England, which was then ready to fink. 

* In order to this, the Parliament, on February 
* the 3d, agreed to augment the common Capital 
* Stock of the Bank of England, by admitting new

_* Subfcriptions; which mew Subfcriprions fhould oe 


* made good in Tallies and Bank Notes. The Pro- 
* portion was Four-fifths of the Firft, and One fifth 
‘ of the laft, and an Intereft of Eight per Cent. was 
“ allowed, as well for fuch Tallies that thould be 
* brought in toenlarge their Stock by new Subicrip- 
‘ tion, as for thofe f allies which the Company was 
* then pofleffed of ; provided they did not exceed the 
* Value of thofe Bank Notes which fhould be paid in 
‘ upon this Engraftment on their Stock ; and for fe- 
* curing the Payment of this Intereft of Eight per 
* Cent. the additional Duty on Salt was afterwards 
* granted and appropriated. ‘The Time of the Con- 
‘ tinuance of the Bank of England, they thought fit 
‘ to extendto the Year 1710, and refolved likewile, 
‘ That before the Day was fixed for the beginning 
‘ new Sub{Criptions, the old Steck be One 
* hundred per Cent. and that whar fhould exceed thar 
‘ Value, fhould be divided among the old Members. 
* That all the Intereft due on thofe Tallies which 
* fhould be fubferibed thto the Bank Steck, at the 
‘ Time appointed for Subicriptions (to the End of 
* the laft preceding Quarter, on each Tally) be al- 
* lowed asPrincipal. That Liberty be given by Par- 
‘ lament to enlarge the Number of Bank Bills, to 
‘the Value of the Sum which fhould be fo fub- 
‘ fcribed, over and above 1,200,000 /: providéd they 
* be obliged to anfwer fuch Bills at Demand ; and in 
‘ Default thereof, to be anfwered by the Exchrguer, 
* out of the firft Money duetothem. That no other 
‘ Bank be ereéted, permitted, or allow'd by Aét of 
‘ Parliament within this Kingdom, during the Con- 
‘ tinuance of the Bank of England. That on fuch 
* new Settlement, the Bank of England be exempted 
‘ from all manner of Parliamentary Taxes. ‘That 
-* no Ac& of the Corporation fhould forfeit the par- 
‘ ticular Intereft of any Perfon concerned therein. 
‘ That Provifion be made for effectually preventing 
© the Officers of the Excheguer, and all other Officers 
* and Receivers of the Revenue, from diverting, de- 
* laying, or obftructing the Courfe of Payments to 
* the Bank. 
* A Million was fub(crib’d and paid in Tallies and 
‘ Bank Notes, as the Parliament had direéted. 
‘ Tho’ many People who were interefted in it, could 
* not prefently apprehend the Reafonablenefs of this 
‘ Expedient, yet the Advantages they afterward re- 
‘ ceived, did fully convince them, that no orher 
‘ Way could be found to call back their finking 
‘ Credit: For the Value of Two hundred Thoufand 
© Pounds in Bank Nores being funk by the new Sub- 
* {criprion, the Reft, as it was reafonable to believe 
* they would, began prefently to rife in Value ; and 
© fo likewitle did the Tallies, after fo many as amount- 
‘ed ro Eight hundred Thoufand Pounds were “paid 
‘ into enlarge the Bank. Upon this the Credit of the 
* Bank recovered a pace; ‘rill in a fhort Time, their 
‘ Notes, which bore no Intereft, were equal with 
* Money ; and their pills that bore Inrereft, better 
* than aiiney And by this Means the Face of 
¢ Affairs was quickly much changed for the Bester ; 
* Credit began to revive, and Moncey to circulate on 
‘ moderate Terms: Foreign Exchange was lefs to our 
‘ Difadvantage, and foon after came to an Equality ; 
* and wharever Hardfhips the People had undergone, 
‘ hy Reafon of a long and expenfive War, and the 
* Recoining the Silver Mon¢y, which could not but 
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eccafion mary Complaints, vet the pve iteit Part ct- 
tributed tiusto the Neceflicy of Aiteirs, and beeau 
to hope, both trom the Profpect of a Pesce, an’ 
the Wildom of thoe at the Fielm, thar ther 
fhoult enjoy more favourable lernis.
